What a Public Wharf Will Do For 


Berkeley In the Way of Busi­ 


ness and Population. 


As Others See Us. 


The GAZETTE was the first to suggest 
to the people of Berkeley the necessity j 


of a public wharf to be owned by the 
city, and ever since the editor of the 
paper made the motion at the mass 
meeting that bonds be voted for the 
building of the same, this paper has 
been informing the public of the ad­ 
vantage that will accrue to the town 


by the possession of the wharf, and it 


is refreshing to have our statement 
taken up by such an influential paper 
as the San Francisco Call in its editor­ 


ial 
columns. 
The following is the 
editorial that appeared in last Sunday's 
Call: 


"The 
pleasant 
town of Berkeley 
hitherto regarded as a suburb of San 
Francisco by reason of being a sub­ 
urb of Oakland, and as the quiet seat 


of the University of California, has 
suddenly and unexpectedly 
stepped 
forth as a community strong in a 
realization of its natural commercial 
advantages and as a center of pro­ 
gressive activity. 
The property own­ 
ers of the town have' presented to the 
Town Trustees a strong petition for 
the 
issuance of corporate bonds to 
the amount of $7;;,000 for the con­ 
struction of a wharf to deep water, to 
be built, maintained and operated by 
the municipality for the public good. 


"This 
is not a large amount of 
money, but it is the desire to so ex­ 
pend it that carries the meat of the 
subject. 
It means, in the first place, 
that the people are progressive; in the 
second, that they are intelligent; in the 
third, that they are sure that the money 
which they want to invest will be hon­ 
estly expended. 
These considerations 
are particularly refreshing in view of 
the Grand Jury opinion from an in­ 
terior county that it is unwise and un­ 
safe to permit public officers to have 
the handling of too large a proportion 


of the public revenues for a single pur­ 
pose. 


"The public wharf will bring sub­ 
stantial benefits. 
It will not only give 
Berkeley a connection with San Fran­ 
cisco which shall be independent of 
the Southern Pacific monopoly, but it 
will open the town to deep sea traffic 
and the interior water traffic of the 
State. 
It would be superfluous to en­ 
large on the results, which must in­ 
clude an increased population and 
business and an 
enhancement 
of 
property values. 
It will also prove a 
direct benefit to the State University 


by 
increasing the attractions of the 
place for residents who may wish to 
avail themselves of the benefits which 
the University offers. 


"Such a step as this measures the 
intelligence of a community and the 
honesty of its government. 
The strong­ 
est argument advanced against bond­ 
ing San Francisco for greatly needed 
public improvements is that in all like­ 
lihood the money would be stolen by 
the officers charged with its expendi­ 
ture. 
Indeed, this has been the his­ 
tory of public expenditures in this city 
in the past. 
Public officers merely re 
fleet the intelligence and honesty of 
the community which elects 
them, 
With these considerations 
in view 
Berkeley might well cherish a com 
mendable pride on the score of the 
step which it is preparing to take."

A Moving Heart. 


Superintendent Clark of the Alameda 
County Infirmary is authority for the 
announcement that Frederick Moran's 
heart is on the wrong side of his anat­ 


omy. 
Moran is a patient at the hospi­ 
tal. 
He was recently subjected to a 
physical examination, and the result, 
according to the physicians, was that 
his heart was located on the right side 


of his body.

work toward the right. 
It did not be­ 
come stationery for eight months, and 
during that time traversed the distance 
across his body.

Moran is a cook and 30 years old. 
He is a Chicagoan and came to Cali­ 
fornia last February. He will leave the 
hospital within a short time to seek for 
employment. 


Dr. Clark stated that Moran's case 
was the third he had observed during 
his experience. 
The patient is caused 
much pain at times, especially after a 
hard cough. 


Fighting for Whldden. 


County Auditor Myron Whidden's 
attorney, George de Golia, is taking 
advantage of every possible point that 
will favor his client. 
Whidden is 
charged on Grand Jury 
indictments 
with embezzling county funds from the 
moneys of the Tax Collector. 


Whidden's attorney has already reg­ 
istered a motion to quash the indict­ 
ments, and yesterday 
supplemented 
this with an amendment which has 
some surprising features. 


A member of the Grand Jury which 
found against 
Whidden 
was Justus 
Held, who, a few weeks ago, committed 
suicide by jumping 
from the 
Cliff 
House rocks at San Francisco. The 
claim is made that Held was insane, 
and on this point Attorney de Golia 
will hold that he had no right to judge 


of his client's actions, and that his 
action therein is illegal. 
The Grand 
Jury has been acting without 
Held 
since. 


It will also be claimed by Whidden's 
attorney that there are other irregular­ 
ities which can be laid to the present 
Grand Jury. It is claimed that the law 
requiring that thirty names be taken 
from the jury-box has not been fol­ 
lowed, as thirty-one were drawn. 
The 
odd name was that of L. M. Beaudry, 


who was dead at the time the jury was 
drawn, and that no proof of his death 


was submitted, the slip containing his 
name b^ing cast aside simply and an­ 
other submitted. 


The motion and amendment came 
up yesterday before Judge Frick and 
will be continued today. 
The Court, 
from the bench, said that there was a 
possibility that the matter of Held's 
death as it affected the Grand Jury, 
would have to be inquired into, and 
that he would consult the District At­ 
torney on the subject.

Y O R K , 
Nov. 5.—Elections 
took place in many "of the Eastern 
States today. 
Fine weather prevailed, 
but in most of the States the voting 


was very light. 
In Utah, up to 10 
o'clock the vote was very light. 


In Illinois the indications are that 
the vote will be lighter than has been 
known for years. 


In Iowa there is a woeful lack of 
interest and the vote will be much 
lighter than that of the last guberna­ 
torial election. 
The Democrats have 
practically conceded the election of 
General Drake by a plurality of 40,000. 


In Ohio the largest vote was polled 
this forenoon ever voted in the history 
of this State. 
The Reyublicans argue 
that this is in their favor. 
They also 
claim a plurality on the State ticket 
and a majority of the members of the 
Legislature. 


In Maryland there has so far been 
polled the largest vote ever cast in the 
State. 
The excitement is unparallelled 
and occasional acts of lawlessness are 
reported. 
John Schmidt, a Demo­ 
cratic watcher 
was shot in the left 
breast and slightly wounded by Horace 


Van Tassel a Republican. 
Baltimore 
will'give a Republican majority of io,- 
000. 


In Detriot the election of the entire 
Republican ticket is conceded by the 
Democratic State Central Committee, 


In the larger cities of Nebraska a 
spirited contest is raking place between 
the two wings of the Democratic party,

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WHERE TO BUILD THE WHARF. 


Since the agitation for the building 
of a wharf at West Berkeley has been 
going on, nearly every one has had his 
own upecial ideas as to where the 
wharf ihbnld be built T h e Commit­ 


tee" appointed by the West Berkeley 
Progressive Club made a report to 
that club in mass -meeting assembled, 
that a wharf coukifce buih a little over 
a mile in length that would have a 
depth of eight feet of water at low tide. 
TJbey did not name any street in par­ 
ticular ifrom which the wharf should be 
bfiilt, so it was understood that the 
saine depth of water could be obtained 
by branding the wharf either from 
Bancroft way, Addison -street, Dela 
ware street or Bristol street, and the 
offer, of Mr. Heywood to deed the 
necessary land on Bristol street to the 
town made that street the generally 
accepted one from which to build the 
whan.

There is no doubt whatever but 
that a wharf such as has been sug­ 
gested and for which the people have 
petitioned for, will be of the greatest 
benefit to the whole of Berkeley and 
especially to West Berkeley which it 
will build up very rapidly, but it will 
also be a paying investment to the 
town. 


If a.passenger ferry is put on it will 
be of the greatest value to the town, 
and will greatly enhanse the value of 
real estate. 
It will also be the means 
of bringing several miles of street car 
tracks into Berkeley, which trill greatly 
assist in increasing the revenue of the 
town, and at the same time lower the 
taxes upon the present taxable prop­ 
erty. 
If the people will carefully con­ 
sider llicsc things thev w ' " <sp° at a 
gl mce what a prreat lieiit.-fn the \vlnrf 
will 1)0 to the t'>wn, and ail. .1 j», iviKitc 
the iact that its cons.i LK lion s.'.ould be 
commenced as speedily as possible.
